Addressing shareholders of Can-* 


ada Permanent Mortgage Corpora 
tion at the anntal meeting in 
Toronto, EK, D. Gooderham, presi- 
dent, referred to the unprecedent- 
ed height to which business activ. 
ity had risen in Canada during the 
Past year, and sounded a note of 
warning, 

“Employment, industria] produc- 
tion, wages agricultural income, 
foreign trade, and other major 
components of our national busi- 
ness life are at or near record 
levels,” he said. “Here, as else- 
where in the world, a scarcity of 
goods and an abundance of money 
have combined to drive prices and 
wages upward, and we should all 
remember that inflation is ulti 
mately followed by deflation, how- 
ever long delayed 

“Notwithstanding adverse condi- 
tions, the shifting of industry from 
war needs to peacetime require- 
ments is being steadily accom 
plished, The dominion has pro- 
ductive farms and factories and it 
abounds in largely undeveloped 
natura] resources, which fit it to 


|play a growing part in the feed-

Mr. Gooderham saw in the drop

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Fewer Ride; Pay More 

Edmonton's transit system is not doing 
as well as a year ago—as a transit system 
For while revenue for January was up 
$25,000, nearly 200,000 fewer people were car- 
ried than in January of last year. Higher 
fares no doubt account for the larger revenue, 
but they also no doubt had something to do 
with the slump in patronage. It is important 
of course that the cars and buses earn more 
money, for they are not earning enough to 
meet expenses, But it is not to be forgotten 
that the essential purpose of the system is to 
carry passengers, not to earn money. 

Fares are now so high that nothing but 
increased traffic can improve the financial 
outcome, To raise them higher would accele- 
rate the decline in traffic, and thus defeat 
even the financial end in view. How to get 
more people to ride is the question, If the 
answer car. be found both difficulties will be 
solved; more people will be accommodated 
and more revenue will be earned.

Calgary is trying the experiment of sell- 


ing passes, good for any number of rides dur- | 


ing a week, for $1.25. That plan has been 
tried in other centres—and abandoned 
some of them, This does not prove that Cal- 
gary is wrong, or that Edmonton's carriers 
would not make at least as good a financial 
showing while giving more service to its 
patrons if passes were put on sale here, It 
might be worth while to try the experiment 
here also, 

The point of the January returns is that 
the public are paying more money for less 
service than a year ago. How to correct that 
anomaly is something for the city council to 
think about. 


Fire and City Limits 

Residents of West Jasper Place are quite 
naturally and justifiably perturbed over the 
lack of fire protection accorded to their 
premises. Some of them have asked why a 
fire in a private dwelling just outside the city 
limits was not fought by the Edmonton fire 


The answer, of course, is that the owners 
of the factory had a contract with the Ed- 
monton fire department, while the private 
householder had not, It is only equitable that 
property outside the corporation of Edmon- 
ton and which does not pay city taxes should 


utilities at the expense of taxpayers within 
the corporation unless some special fee is 
paid, 

Nevertheless, all property in these out- 
lying suburbs should have protection, Any 
property owner in these adjacent districts 
may have such protection by making a con- 
tract with the city—as the owner of the 
burned factory had done—provided 


hydrants. 


But this arrangement is not good enough. | 


It would be a more efficient plan if con- 
tracts were made between the outside muni- 
cipal councils and the city, to provide blanket 
protection to all properties within these 
municipal areas, Such contracts, of course, 
would involve providing a water supply with 
adequate pressure, 

Certainly the present situation should not 
continue, The antire question of fire protec- 
tion in these outside districts merits careful 
study and early action. 


Traffic Safety Laws 

The steps by which the R.C.M.P. have 
been led to initiate a drive against motorists 
in Alberta who fail to dim their headlamps in 
the face of oncoming traffic should set a pat- 
tern for the enactment of traffic safety legis- 
lation, 

It is reported that the drive is the result 
of a careful survey of traffic hazards, a sur- 
vey which elicited the knowledge that glar- 
ing headlights are a frequent cause of high- 
way accidents, It is admirable and commend- 
able that the stricter enforcement of the law 
covering this offence should be the fruit of 
Study and experiance. 

But it is rather surprising 
parently the case—-that the law against glar- 
ing headlights should have been placed on the 
books without such a survey. When a traffic 
safety law is passed, it is a fair assumption 
that its passage is the result of observation
